“Inadequacy of Pay” Pointed Out 
In Report of Secretary Swanson 


Calling attention to the fact that there 
has been only a slight increase in the pay 
of officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
during the past 28 years while the cost 
of living and pay of other Government 
officials has risen greatly, Secretary of 
the Navy Claude A. Swanson in his an 


nual report declares that the “inade 
quacy of pay” has brought about con- 


siderable hardship which “necessarily 
affects the efficiency of the service,” 
Restoration of the reenlistment allow 
ance for enlisted men, still withheld by 
a holdover provision of the Economy Act, 
was recommended by Secretary Swanson, 
and “material improvements” in the 
officer personnel situation were foreseen 
from study of the General Board on selec 
tion. The Secretary's statements on pry 
and personnel were identical with those 
expressed by Rear Adm. Adolphus 
Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga 
tion, in his annual report, extracts from 
the bureau chief's reports being incorpo 
rated by the Secretary as a part of his 
account to the President, as follows: 
“The reductions of pay and allowances of 
officers and enlisted men effected by ne 
Economy Act have all been removed with the 
exception of the reenlistment allowances for 
enlisted men, as discussed in the following 
paragraph. With the removal of these reduc 
tions the personnel of the Navy are receiving 
pay and allowances as fixed in 1922. The act 
of 1922, however, was in itself largely a re 
adjustment of the pay basis throughout the 
military services and effected but a slight in 
crease of approximately 10 per cent the

Army 41 Percent Short of Motor 
Objective, General Craig Reports 

Organization of an enlisted reserve and 
continuation of the re-armament and re 
equipment programs to care for in 
active as well as active units are recom 
mended by General Malin Craig, chief of 
staff of the Army, in his annual report for 
the fiscal year ended last June, the text 
of which was released for publication this 
week, 

The General pointed out the need for 


continuing the program of purchasing 
motor vehicles for the Army, saying: 
“One million dollars has been appro 


priated for the procurement of approxi 
mately one thousand tactical and ad 
ministrative vehicles during the current 
fiscal year. At its close approximately 59 
percent of the required vehicles will be 
on hand. This number is based on mini 
mum needs -administrative and = tech 
nical.” 

General Craig expressed satisfaction 
with the act permitting rearrangement of 
the enlisted men in grades and ratings, 
with the increase in Engineer officers, 
and the Thomason Act. He stressed the 
importance of industrial preparedness 
and standardization, and urged construe 
tion of a building for the War Depart 
ment. 

Also in his report the Chief of Staff 
gave high praise to the calibre of the per 
sonnel of the regular Army and the 
civilian components, saying: 

“I do not wish to close this report without

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Line Selection Board 
Follows New Policy 


Announcement this week of the ap 
pointment of the senior Line selection 
board reveals that one of the recommen 
dations of the General Board in its per 
sonnel report already has been adopted 
by the Navy Department, 

The General Board in its study found 
that in the past succeeding selection 
bourds usually have had some duplication 
in membership. The presence of officers 
on a board who had served similarly the 
preceding year, it was felt, would tend to 
weaken Service confidence in the fairness 
of selection in that officers passed over by 
their first board might feel that they were 


not receiving an adequate chance the 
second time with some members of the 


group who failed to select them sitting 
again in judgment. For this reason the 
General Board recommended that one 
year’s selection board have no officer on 
it who served on the preceding one. 

And while the report is not yet ap- 
proved by the Secretary, which would 
make the recommendation a policy to be 
followed, it is noticed that the member 
ship of the board to select officers for 
advancement to rear admiral and captain 
which will meet Nov. 30 has an entirely 
different make-up than last year’s group. 

Submission of the report to the Secre- 
tary still awaits study of the document 
in the various bureaus of the Department. 
It is expected that the comments of the 
bureaus will be transmitted to the Bureau 
of Navigation and that the latter office 
will complete its consideration around the 
first of the month. Then the report will 
go to the Judge Advocate General's 
Office before being presented to the Sec

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Significance of Italian-German Alliance Discussed by American Editors 


The recent Italian-German alliance signed by the two Fascist leaders—Musso- 
lini and Hitler—has been the subject of considerable discussion in the editorial 
columns of the daily press. The alliance, it is generally agreed, is not particularly 
limiting in its scope, but only serves to carry out an understanding that has existed 
for some time. 

“The six-point accord negotiated at Berlin by the Italian foreign minister, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, is the most important international agreement concluded in recent 
years,” thinks the Springfield, Mass., Republican, “and is likely to affect profoundly 
the course of events in Europe. It falls short of a treaty, which neither negotiator, 
perhaps, desired at present. A German-Italian alliance would frighten both France 
and Great Britain and reinforce the Franco-Russian treaty which Hitler is doing 
his best to break down. Mussolini would like to include both France and Great 

tritain in a four-power 
the place once held by the concert of Europe in regulating the political affairs of 
the continent. Since the new entente is limited in scope and not necessarily exclusive, 
and since in part it merely regularizes an understanding already known to exist, 
the accord between the dictators has disturbed Europe less than might have been 
expected.”

“The talk of a Japanese-Germany-Italian alliance is probably not much prepara- 
tion for another war as the establishment of a state of affairs in which Japan, 
Germany and Italy would have a chance to win a war,” Comments the Mobile, Ala.. 
Press. “It is all very clever, this Fascist maneuvering, but it may come to exactly 
nothing when Great Britain completes her present gigantic armaments program. 
When that time comes, the British are likely to assume a bolder stand than at 
present, a stand that will preclude the kind of diplomatic aggression in which the 
Germans and the Italians are now engaging. Berlin and Rome unquestionably rec 
ognize this, and are probably trying to gain what advantages they can before the 
British lion resumes its old-time bellicosity. The present British supineness is any- 
thing but characteristic, and it is doubtful that it will be lasting.”

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The Army’s Blue Uniform 


In response to widespread rumors 
in the service it was stated officially 
at the War Department this week 
that there is no intention to make 
any changes in the specifications 
for the new blue uniform as set 
forth in Cireular No. 66, which was 
published textually in the ARMy 
AND NAVY JOURNAL of Oct. 17. 

Some changes have been made in 
the ornamentation and decorations, 
but no changes have been made, nor 
are any contemplated, which will 
affect the tailoring specifications of 
the uniform, the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL is authorized to state. 

Published reports to the contrary, 
the new blue uniform for officers 
is not a “trial.” Orders were ap- 
proved and issued to the service as 
final. For enlisted men, however, 
the new uniform is on “trial,” but 
in that case the Department has 
issued no such official specifications 
nor will it do until it is con 
sidered final.

Change Cap Ornamentation 

War Department Circular No. 72, issued 
this week, announces minor changes in 
ornamentation for the cap and shoulder 
loop for the blue uniform for general offi- 
cers. 

General officers of the line and general 
officers of the GHQ Air Force will, in 
addition to previous requirements, have 
on the visor of their caps two semicircles 
of oak leaves in groups of two, about one 
inch in length and three-quarters inch in 
width, embroidered in gold. General offi- 
cers who are chief and assistant chiefs of 
arms and services will have like visors 
and will, in addition, as will other officers, 
warrant officers, and contract surgeons, 
have on their cap a band of grosgrain 
silk, 1% inches in width ,with a band 
of two-vellum gold lace, half inch in 
width, at top and bottom, if the arm or 
service has two colors, the bands will have 
4 one-eighth inch piping of the second- 
named color on the inside edges. 

In the case of the ornamentation of the 
shoulder loops, general officers of the line 
and general officers of the GHQ Air Force 
will have on the upper surface a border 
of one-quarter inch two-vellum gold lace.

Pending revision of AR 95-15, April 21, 
1930, paragraph 53 of those regulations 
has been rescinded and the following sub- 
stituted therefor : 

53. Who may authorize.—a. Subject to such 
limitations as may be imposed from time to 
time by the War Department, commanding 
officers of Air Corps stations are authorized to 
grant permission to personnel of their com 
mands to make flights exceed 1,000 
miles. 

b. Subject to such limitations as may be 
imposed from time to time by the War De 
partment, and within the limitation of avail- 
able essential funds, corps area commanders, 
the Chief of the Air Corps, the Commanding 
General, GHQ Air Force, and the Comman 
dant, Command and General Staff School, may

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Chaplaincy of the Armed Forces 


By COL. ALVA J. BRASTED 

Chief of Chaplains of the Army 

HE most unfortunate result of the 

resolution passed by the assembly of 
Disciple churchmen last month at Kansas 
City regarding the chaplaincy for the 
armed forces of the United States is the 
more or less publicity which has given 
much misinformation. One not familiar 
with the government of the Disciples 
Church might infer from this action that 
no more clergymen from the Disciple 
Church will be appointed as army chap 
lains; and they might infer further that 
the great majority of the members of this 
church is opposed to the army chaplaincy 
as now constituted, and that this majority 
strongly favors the replacement of army 
chaplains by civilian clergymen paid for 
their services by the churches. Other 
wrong impressions may have resulted 
from this action at Kansas City. 

The public should know that the form 
of government of the Disciple Church is 
democratic. Each local church is self 
governing, and no state or national body, 
no representatives from a group of 
churches, can legislate for the local Dis 
ciple church. The assembly at Kansas 
City was not even a delegate assembly. 
The action of this assembly is in no sense 
binding on any clergyman of the Disciple 
Church, 

Applications from Disciple clergymen 
for the army chaplaincy seem to continue 
as before this convention was held. With 
the exception of a very few the Disciple 
clergymen sustain toward our chaplaincy 
a very fine cooperative attitude. 

The public should know further that 
the withdrawal of the Disciple Commit 
tee from the General Committee on Army 
and Navy Chaplains in no way prevents 
or hinders any Disciple clergyman from 
making application for the army chap 
lainey. A number of churches are not rep 
reseneted on this Committee, Clergymen 
in good standing, belonging to churches 
not thus represented, may without the 
slightest difficulty, furnish proper creden 
tials without the action of this General 
Committee, 

There is absolutely no justification for 
the feeling that a majority of the mem 
bers of the Disciple Church is opposed to 
the army chaplaincy as now constituted. 
The annual assembly of the Disciple 
Church which met last year at San An 
tonio passed no resolution regarding a 
civilian ministry for the armed forces. A 
few persons, skilled in the tactics that 
bring results on the floor of conventions, 
may succeed in getting resolutions passed 


(especially near the end of a session after 
many outstanding leaders have gone 
home) which do not represent the mind 
and will of the majority. 

Having been more or less closely as 
sociated with Disciple Churches for fifty 
years I know that the members of this 
religious body are patriotic. They believe 
in adequate national defense and in that 
religious ministry to the personnel of our 
armed forces that is most effective; and 
those who know anything much about this 
ministry understand that the chaplaincy 
is a profession by itself and that to be 
efficient the chaplain must have learned 
the psychology of his field, the approach 
and methods which are adapted to this 
field and which will produce desired re 
sults. It is obvious that to learn this pro- 
fession of the chaplain and to be effective 
the clergyman must work from within the 
military organization and not from with- 
out. He must live with and serve with the 
personnel he serves. These facts are so 
obvious to those who know the military 
services that it is too often taken for 
granted that all civilians know them. 

It seems that those who are best in- 
formed, should improve every opportunity 
given them by the press, pulpit and other 
desirable agencies to instruct the mem 
bers of certain church groups regarding 
the most effective methods of religious 
ministry to our armed forces

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Admiral Standley Retires 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that Admiral William 
Harrison Standley, USN, has submitted 
his request for retirement as of Jan. 1, 
1937, in accordance with the law which 
permits retirement after forty years’ ser- 
vice, 

In his letter to the Secretary, Admiral 
Standley stated: 

“On December 18, 1986, I wikl be 64 years 
old, the age for statutory retirement for offi- 
cers of the Navy ‘below the grade of vice ad- 
miral,’ and but for the fact that I hold the 
office of Chief of Naval Operations, with the 
rank of admiral, my retirement would auto- 
matically become effective on January 1, 1987. 

“In order that there may be no uncertainty 
as to my status and that there may be no 
embarrassment in naming my successor, I 
hereby submit my application for retirement 
after forty years’ service (Section 381 of Title 
34, U. 8. Code) effective on January 1, 1987.” 

In commenting upon Admiral Stand 
ley’s retirement from active duty, the 
Secretary stated: 

“The career of Admiral Standley, extending 
over a period of forty-five years, has inc luded 
many activities within the naval profession 
Admiral Standley saw active service in two 
wars, as well as combat service during the 
Philippine Insurrection. In commending him 
for his valor at Baler, Philippine Islands, 
during the Pacification Campaign, Secretary 
of the Navy Long wrote in part: ‘Your con 
duct in thus bravely venturing into a territory 
eccupled by a cruel and unscrupulous enemy 
merits and the highest commenda 
tion of the Department.’ 

In addition to his distinguished service as 
officer, Admiral Standley was ap

Every com- 
ponent is striving with singleness of purpose 
toward a common end—the assurance of our 
National safety.

Secretary, that our Military Establishment 
merits the complete confidence of the Con 
gress and the Country.” 


Enlisted Reserves 


Regarding the enlisted Reserve, Gen 
eral Craig said: 

“The increasing age of our veterans of the 
World War has rendered obvious the need 
of some form of trained enlisted Reserve to 
provide in time of emergency the necessary 
additional strength to bring the Regular 
Army to full strength. In former years the 
veterans of the late wer were of such age as 
to be capable of rendering active service, Only 
to a limited extent is this true today. So it 
seems imperative that we take some steps to 
remedy the situation. Our Regular Army 
units are maintained in peace at reduced 
strength. To avoid destroying their effective- 
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ness by 
on mobilization, we should provide a trained 
Reserve that will be immediately available in 
time of need. The personnel forming this re 
serve must be capable of taking their places 
in the ranks and also of forming cadres for 
the rapid expansion of the Regular Army and 
Organized Reserves. The Reserve principle is 
sound and is in effect in some form in prac 
tically all other important countries of the 
world. My predecessor, General MacArthur, 
stressed this important matter in his last re 
port, and I am glad to add my support to his 
recommendation. The War Department has 
formulated plans for establishing the enlisted 
Reserve on a sound and economical basis, and 
I sincerely hope that the financial condition 
of our country will, in the near future, permit 
the necessary modest outlay of funds to sup 
port this important and essential contribu 
tion to our national security.” 


In speaking of the increase given to 
the Corps of Engineers, the Chief of Staff 
said: “Even though the necessity for in 
creased expenditures for flood control 
and for relief should disappear, this in 
crement to the officer strength of the 
Army is sorely needed and could rapidly 
be readjusted toward satisfying the press- 
ing demands upon all of the arms and ser- 
vices,” 

Commenting upon the authority given 
to have 1,350 reserve officers on five years 
active duty with the Air Corps, General 
Craig said: “The induction of Air Corps 
Reserve Officers on extended active duty 
will carry a portion of the load of the 
active piloting of the Air Corps. They can 
not, however, carry it all, since there 
must ever be a reservoir of Regular 
second lieutenants in the Air Corps who 
are being trained not only in active pilot 
ing but for the assumption of the duties 
of command of larger units, and of the 
administrative, supply, and technical 
duties imposed upon that Corps.” 

National Guard 

For the National Guard, the General 
hoped, “that provision will be made for 
the maintenance of the full authorized 
strength of 200,000 in the fiscal year 
1938.” Since the date of that report (June 
30, 1936) the National Guard Association 
recommended at its annual convention 
this Fall that a strength of 210,500 be 
reached through two additional annual 
increments. 

Organized Reserves 

For the Organized Reserves, the Chief 
of Staff urged a strength of 120,000 offi 
cers, asserting that “Any expansion of 
our land forces to meet a major emer 
gency will require the availability of ap 
proximately 120,000 officers in addition to 
the existing commissioned strength of the 
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These officers must be qualified to dis- 
charge combat or other functions imme- 
diately upon being called to the colors. 
In war the youth of our country is en 
titled to leadership of the highest possible 
order.” It was pointed out that as of 
June 30 last the Organized Reserves con- 
sisted of only 95,619 officers eligible for 
assignment, active duty and reappoint- 
ment. 
Aircraft and Rearmament 

Regarding airplane procurement it was 
pointed out that present funds will per 
mit the strength to approximate 75 per 
cent of the number authorized. “How 
ever,” General Craig said, “the life of the 
airplane is limited and annual replace 
ment as well as augmentation in quantity 
will be necessary before the objective set 
by the Congress can be attained.” 

In the matter of rearmament the report 


stated: 

“In the field of re-armament and re-equip 
ment of ground troops with modern weapons 
and communication, the War Department 


programs thus far have supported only the 
units of the Regular Army. 
The programs of the National Guard have 
contemplated the acquirement of modern 
equipment only on the minimum basis neces 
sary for training in peace-time. The inactive 
units of the Regular Army, units which must 
rapidly be brought into being in time of 
emergency, are thus far unprovided for, The 
deficiency is particularly acute in anti-air 
craft materiel. There should be provided the 
modern armament needed for such units. In 
an emergency the demand for antiaircraft 
protection will be immediate and enormous.”

In past years 
there has been too much of a tendency to 
delay adoption of an item pending further 
test and improvement. There is no question 
that this procedure has resulted in a delay 
in the procurement of essential items ur 
gently required for the training of troops, 
especially in new doctrine and tactics. This 


is particularly true in the procurement of 
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matic rifles. I believe that we can standardize 
our equipment, purchase the best that ig 
available at the time, and change the stand- 
ards annually, if necessary, as improvements 
or defects develop. With this in view, action 


has been initiated to apply this principle 
throughout the Service. Excellent results are 
anticipated.” 

Munitions 

Regarding munitions the General re. 
ported : 

“In a national emergency there will be an 
urgent need for the immediate and unip- 
terrupted flow of munitions to the troops, 
To insure this involves industrial prepared. 


ness. To this end the War Department must 
keep up to date at all times accurate esti 
mates of the items necessary for our forces at 
various stages of the mobilization. Our great 
industrial activities must be kept informed of 
specifications and details in order that they 
may plan to produce the munitions required, 
I regard this as one of the most important 
phases of our scheme of national defenge, 
Without the supplies necessary for our forces, 
trained personnel, however numerous, will be 
of little avail in time of conflict.” 


Woodring Urges World Peace 

Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
in an address before Howard C. McCall 
Post No. 20, The American Legion, at 
Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 7, 1956, said, “to 
maintain and keep the peace we all so 
dearly cherish, we must in foreign af- 
fairs depend in a great measure upon an 
adequate military establishment.” 

“Fortunately,” Mr. Woodring declared, 
“we are keeping our powder dry. We 
have a good insurance policy covered by 
our Army and Navy, but we need some- 
thing more. We must all the while strive 
to abolish war. We must cultivate the 
spirit of justice and self-control. We must 
learn forebearance. We must recognize 
each other’s rights. Differences in races 
and habits, customs and religions, must 
not serve as the basis of unfriendly criti- 
cism, railing accusations and violent sus- 
picion. We need more of the spirit of 
brotherly love. We must strive for world 
peace.”

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Cite Service Pay Lack 
(Continued from First Page) 
average in the pay of naval personnel under 
the act of 1908. In other words, in 28 years, 
wherein the cost of living has increased ma- 
terially and the pay of other Federal officials 
and of State officials has been largely in- 
creased, only a slight increase has been 
granted naval officers and men. In conse- 
quence considerable hardship has been and is 
being experienced by naval personnel and, 
while the morale of the service remains high, 
inadequacy of pay necessarily affects the 

efficiency of the service. 

“The reenlistment allowance for enlisted 
men, denied by the Economy Act, is now au- 
thorized by law but has not been appro- 
priated for. This situation in effect deprives 
men in the service of an allowance upon re- 
enlistment which the law granted at the time 
they enlisted and which men now in the ser- 
vice believe they have a right to expect. It 
seems only equitable and just that this allow- 
ance should be restored.” 


Auxiliary and Merchant Ships 

Asserting that most of the present aux- 
iliary vessels of the fleet are old and 
originally deficient in some _ required 
characteristics, the Secretary declared 
that it is “urgently necessary” that mod- 
ern replacements be built and a “moderate 
number of new ships of specialized types” 
be added to the auxiliary fleet. Merchant 
Marine legislation enacted at the last 
Congress the Secretary said, “is expected 
to provide the basis for a development 
favorable to the requirements of the Na- 
tional Defense as well as to the economic 
well-being of our country as a whole.” 

The Secretary warned that additional 
fighting ships beyond the limits now set 
by treaty may be necessary, saying, 
“Maintenance of the Navy at the required 
strength in combatant ships may necessi- 
tate additdonal authorizations and will 
involve appropriations from year to year.” 
As the Vinson-Trammell Act authorizes 
the construction of vessels up to treaty 
limits and their continuous replacement, 
the only new authorization for combatant 
ships of which he speaks would be for 
vessels in excess of the treaty limits. 


Naval Reserve 

Commending the Naval Reserve for 
showing “great capability and zeal” the 
Secretary urged that it be “strengthened 
in numbers” and that increased funds be 
provided for training. 

Aeronautics 

The high standard of naval aviation 

was praised with the notation that “the 


present outstanding position of our na- 


val aviation could not have been reached 
without that unity of command and com- 
munity of effort which characterizes the 
existing system of naval administration.” 
Formulation of the Navy's policy on 
lighter-than-air awaits “further study of 
all aspects of the present situation and 
mature consideration of the reports of 
the special committee of the Science Ad- 
visory Board,” the Secretary said. 

The act limiting profits on naval con- 
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struction to 10 per cent has been ad- 
ministered with little difficulty and little 
criticism, it was said. While no major 
contracts affected have been completed, 
it was revealed that in the case of 82 
minor contracts totaling $3,024,560.18, 
eleven show profits in excess of ten per 
cent, amounting to $75,271.07 and 24 show 
losses aggregating $160,215.47. These 
figures, it was said, “are illustrative of 
the very narrow margin of profit” in con- 
tracts for naval supplies. 


Personnel Situation 


Admiral Andrews, reporting an increase 
in the enlisted strength permitting ves- 
sels to have 85.9% allowances of their 
war complement instead of 81% the pre- 
vious year, declared that this will per- 
mit vessels to be manned to a degree 
sufficient to maintain the peace-time effi- 
clency. While this percentage is sufficient 
for peace-time needs, he said, vessels of 
the Fleet should be manned at war 
strength, as all personnel available from 
other sources will be required for vessels 
not now in full commission. The personnel 
increase provided for this year will per- 
mit raising the percentage allowance to 
some extent, it was said. 

The situation as to officer personnel, 
however, the Navigation chief declared, 
“is not as favorable.” On June 30, 1936, 
there were 6,340 Line officers, as against 
7,941 required for a treaty strength navy 
and 6,531 authorized, it was reported. The 
total officer strength on June 30 was 9.- 
735. Admiral Andrews discussed at 
length the steps being taken to meet the 
officer shortage. Recounting that the avia- 
tion cadet program will take care of part 
of the deficiency, he said however that 
further gradual reductions in the various 
allowances of officers will be necessary. 

“Unfortunately,” Admiral Andrews 
said, “it has been necessary to reduce the 
number of officers attending the post- 
graduate school, the War College, and 
other educational activities. Until there 
be an increase of line officers to meet more 
nearly the requirements in combatant ves- 
sels, it will not be practicable to detail 
the desired number of officers to these 
educational activities.” 


School Details 


It is anticipated that only 53 officers 
will be ordered to the Naval War College 
in 1938, as against 69 officers last year 
and a planned & for this year, it was 
stated. Similiarly, but 117 officers were 
ordered to the Postgraduate School this 
year as against 140 last year. In 1938, it 
is hoped that 128 officers can be sent to 
Annapolis. Forty-five officers are expected 
to be ordered to the Fiance and Supply 
School annually, it was said. Awaiting 
the result of the studies of the General 
Board and the Bureau regarding person- 
nel, Admiral Andrews said, recommenda- 
tion for enlarging the Naval Academy 
from a four appointment basis to a five. 
is being withheld. While under present 
laws four appointments will not supply 
sufficient officers to man the Navy, he 
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stated, future action will be predicated 
on the Board’s study. 
Staff Corps 

Discussing the rescision of parts of the 
1934 Navy Department Reorganization 
Board report, made by the Secretary dur- 
ing the past year following a study of the 
situation by the General Board, Admiral 
Andrews said: 

“That action, in effect, stopped the policy of 
assigning trained line officers to perform the 
junior technical duties of staff corps, and re- 
established the policy of inducting officers 
into such corps early in their careers. The 
Secretary also fixed the optimum peace 
strength (exclusive of officers under basic in- 
struction) as 506 for the Supply Corps, 200 
for the Construction Corps and 110 for the 
Civil Engineer Corps. At the same time he 
authorized the Bureau of Navigation to de- 
viate not more than 10% from those strengths 
to meet the fluctuating needs of the Service. 
The strength of the various corps now closely 
approximates the numbers mentioned and is 
deemed sufficient to conduct efficiently the 
duties assigned them.” 


Housing 

Discussing housing at shore stations, 
Admiral Andrews said, 

“In the Canal Zone there is an insufficient 
number of Government quarters and barracks 
for officers and men. As a result some offi- 
cers and a large number of men are forced to 
live in native sections, outside the Zone, in 


quarters totally unsuitable and inadequate, If. 


it is not possible to provide suitable per- 
manent quarters and barracks in this area at 
an early date, temporary quarters, even the 
most inexpensive, will do much toward pro- 
moting morale in bettering the present living 
conditions. Similar conditions exist in 
Guam. In Honolulu general housing facilities 
are inadequate and high in price, and officers 
stationed at the Navy Yard find it imposetble 
to obtain satisfactory quarters.” 

Recommendation was made by the 
Chief of the Bureau that active naval 
officers with recent experience in the 
Fleet be named to the Board of Visitors 
each year, which is now composed of 
Senators, Representatives and _ profes- 
sional educators. 








Navy Hydrographer Reports 

With the completion of photographic 
mapping in the eastern portion of the 
Aleutian Islands by the Aleutian Island 
Survey Expedition during the first quar- 
ter of the last fiscal year, Capt. Lamar 
Leahy, USN, Hydrographer of the Navy, 
reveals in the annual report, that only a 
few unsurveyed areas remain to be filled 
in by future aerial surveys. The Expedi- 
tion during the same period completed a 
hydrographic survey of parts of the 
Islands, it was said. 

Construction of two vessels designed 
not only for survey work but also capable 
of accompanying the Fleet in an emer- 
geney was recommended by the Hydro- 
grapher to replace the Hannibal and No- 
komis, which because of their age and 
short cruising radius are now becoming 
unsatisfactory. Failing construction of 
ships of special design, he recommends 
the conversion of two existing vessels 
for survey work. Additional personnel 
and the allocation of a third survey ves- 
sel to the Hydrographic Office are also 
needed, Captain Leahy reports. 


Admiral Land Reports 

“For the over-all efficiency of the Naval 
service,” a 20 per cent increase in the 
officer strength of the Construction Corps 
is necessary to meet peacetime needs, 
Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, CC, USN, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy states in 
his annual report to Secretary Swanson. 

Declaring that it is definitely known 
that American shipbuilders are going 
abroad to test their ship designs in for- 
eign model basins, Admiral Land recom- 
mends the “immediate correction” of this 
“condition of such serious importance” 
by building the new base authorized by 
Congress, but for which appropriations 
are lacking. 

Adoption of a policy of sending an- 
nually at least one officer abroad for spe- 
cial postgraduate training of one or pre- 
ferably two years, supplemented by a 
tour of inspection of foreign shipyards, 
is “strongly recommended” in the report, 





which also calls for further replacement 
of equipment in navy yards. 





Naval Observatory Report 

With the completion of new installa- 
tions at Honolulu and Panama, already 
under construction, the Naval Observa- 
tory time service “will be the most accu- 
rate in the world and able to reach our 
ships and outlying possessions with cer- 
tainty and maximum accuracy,” Capt. 
J. F. Hellweg, USN-Ret., Superintendent, 
declares in his annual report. 

Plans for increasing the accuracy of 
time determination will be completed in 
the near future, Captain Hellweg states, 
under which it is predicted that the ac- 
curacy of determination will be increased 
from one hundredth to one thousandth or 
even one ten-thousandths of a second, 
Abandonment of the economy policy pre- 
venting the filling of vacancies on the 
staff of Observatory is urged by the 
Superintendent, as an increase in the de- 
mands on the institution have made 
their performance “onerous,” he said. 


Chaplain Duff on Radio 

Capt. Edward A. Duff, chief of chap- 
lains of the Navy, on the occasion of the 
Jewish War Veterans’ Armistice Day 
celebration, Nov. 8, spoke as follows: 

We approach another Armistice Day. 
Seventeen years ago, at eleven o’clock in the 
morning, the order to “cease firing’ was 
sounded. The Great War was at an end. As 
the news was flashed around the World, un- 
told millions shouted their joy and breathed 
a sigh of relief, and hoped to forget the grim 
horror and tragedy of it all. 

A grateful Nation attempted to thank the 
soldier as he returned to his fireside to seek 
solace and peace and find his place again in 
peaceful pursuits. This same Nation would 
honor her dead by a thoughtful and prayer- 
ful silence on each recurring Armistice Day; 
by erecting monuments upon which names 
are recorded for future generations to read; 
by public demonstrations in song and story 
that speak eloquently to the heart of a peo- 
ple and bind us together in a brotherhood 
that would appear beyond all power to 
separate. 

Today Jew and Gentile, wearing the same 
uniform, the same Service stripes, bearing 
the same wounds of conflict, standing 
shoulder to shoulder in salute to the same 
Colors unfurled against the blue heavens, de- 
clare our fealty.to the God and Father of us 
all, and renew again our sworn allegiance and 
loyalty to the one Flag and protector of us 
all. 

Today we join with the Jewish War Vet 
erans, and our comrades in arms, in honor 
ing their dead. Those who died in the ser 
vice of our Country are our Country’s heroes. 
Them do we remember and honor today. To 
them, without thought of color, creed or 
blood, do we look for inspiration to “carry- 
on.” 

The right and privilege of serving the 
Colors is not given to some and denied to 
others. From the beginning of this Republic, 
Jew and Gentile walked the same hard road to 
victory. Both have contributed to the life of 
the Nation. In every emergency they have 
stood together under the same banner that 
declares and proclaims freedom for all. 

When the Unknown Soldier was buried at 
Arlington National Cemetery on Armistice 
Day in 1921, the Nation stood for two minutes 
in silent prayer and tribute to the Manhood 
of America, who gave their lives in the World 
War, to protect the integrity, honor, and 8 
curity of their Country against the enemy. 
God alone knows the color, creed, blood of 
that Soldier. We, however, do know that he 
represents the best and highest type of 
American Manhood; that he represents 20 
color, creed nor blood, but belong both te 
white and black, Catholic and Protestant, be 
liever and unbeliever, Jew and Gentile alike. 
And from that gracefully simple tomb comes 
the plea to American Manhood to put aside 
religious bigotry and _ persecution, racial 
hatred, personal greed, pride and selfishness, 
and follow the Commandments of God and 
love thy neighbor. :

On her return trip the Campbell en- 
countered strong westerly gales about 
300 miles off the English coast, during 
which time she heard the call for assis- 
tance by the German steamer Isis. At 
that time the Campbell was about 350 
miles from the Isis. She immediately 
changed her course and headéd for the 
distressed vessel. However, before reach- 
ing her it was learned that the Western- 
land had reached the scene of distress 
and picked up the lone survivor of the 
steamer, whereupon the Campbell con- 
tinued on its voyage to New York.

Navy-Marine Corps Promotion

should be remembered that the captains 
and commanders who are passed over are 
practically all fitted and qualified for pro- 
motion, but due to the restricted number 
of high rank billets available in the Navy, 
only the best fitted or qualified can be pro- 
moted to fill the few vacancies. * * * The 
creation of large numbers of captains and 
commanders (in the Reserve) would 
affect the morale of the Regular Navy 
adversely and should not be proposed.” 


Secretary Swanson and Admiral An- 
drews each had something to say regard- 
ing the General Board report and the per- 
sonnel situation in their annual reports, 
made public this week. Stated the Secre- 
tary in his report to the President : 

“The application of recently enacted pro- 
motion legislation, particularly that requir- 
ing selection in the lower grades of the line, 
has resulted in the prospective separation 
from the active list after established periods 
of service of a large number of lieutenants 
and a smaller but considerable number of 
lieutenants (junior grade). While the Bureau 
is convinced of the efficacy of the principle of 
selection and of the ultimate smoother work- 
ing of the law as it now stands, it recognizes 
the difficulties which confront these officers 
and the disadvantage of their loss to active 
duty at a time when the Navy is in need of 
officer personnel. The consideration of the 
entire subject of promotion systems has been 
referred by the Secretary to the General Board 
and this Bureau has assisted in the inquiries 
and studies made by that Board. Upon the 
conclusion of the General Board’s study and 
the Secretary's action upon the Board's recom- 
mendations, the Bureau believes that material 
improvements in the situation will result, in 
part immediately and in part upon the enact- 
ment of such legislation as may be necessary 
to carry into effect the recommended changes. 

“The Act of August 6, 1935, applicable to 
officers of the Staff Corps, extended selection 
to the ranks of Lieutenant and Lieutenant 
(junior grade), paralleling prior legislation 
to that effect in the line. It also provided for 
the retirement of non-selected officers in all 
ranks save that of Captain after designated 
periods of total commissioned service in the 
Navy and after certain numbers of failure of 
selection. This Act is now in effect, but It 
has not been in operation sufficiently long to 
judge its efficacy.” 

Admiral Andrews. in his report to the 
Secretary, made virtually the same state- 
ment as the above and in addition, under 
the heading “Comment and Recommenda- 
tions” said: 

Selection distribution of 


promotion and 





officers of the various grades have been in 
accordance with existing laws. These laws 
result, each year, in the elimination from the 
active list of a considerable number of officers ; 
and the act of August 5, 1935 will result, in 
future years, in the elimination of an in- 
creased number of staff officers. The Bureau 
of Navigation, and the General Board have 
conducted exhaustive inquiries into the whole 
question of distribution, selection, promotion, 
and elimination, but final recommendations in 
the matter have not yet been made by the 
General Board. Dependent upon its report, 
and upon the action of the Secretary of the 
Navy thereon, the Bureau will recommend 
appropriate legislation. 

Anticipating that these investigations will 
develop some satisfactory method of reducing 
the forced attrition among the younger offi- 
cers, and hence reduce the required output 
from the Naval Academy, it was determined 
to postpone any effort to increase the Naval 
Academy from a 4-appointment to a 5-ap- 
pointmen basis. Under existing laws, how- 
ever, the Naval Academy on a 4-appointment 
basis can not supply sufficient officers to man 
properly the Navy. 

It is recommended that the number of mid- 
shipmen be maintained on a 4-appointment 
basis until the present study of officer per- 
sonnel problem by the General Board is com- 
pleted; and that future action in that re- 
gard as well as in other matters concerned 
with selection, promotion and attrition be 
predicated upon the results of that study. 


Wins Naval Aviation Trophy 

The Secretary of the Navy has an- 
nounced that the Herbert Schiff Memo- 
rial Trophy, awarded annually to the 
Naval Aviation activity with the high- 
est record for safe flying, has been won 
by VN Squadron 8D5, stationed at the 
U. S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md. 
The squadron, commanded by Lt. Comdr. 
Andrew C. McFall, USN, flew a total of 
4,154 hours to win the trophy and was 
in competition with 82 other naval avia- 
tion activities. 

This Squadron, which is maintained 
for the indoctrination and training of 
midshipmen in connection with the sub- 
ject of Aeronautics, is composed of planes 
of the patrol and seaplane types. 

The date of the presentation will be 
announced later. 





To Bomb Battleship Today 


Nine of the Army’s bombers from the 
Nineteenth Bombardment under com- 
mand of Lt. Col. Hubert R. Harmon, AC, 
USA, will attack an imaginary battle- 
ship in Great Salt Lake today, Nov. 14, 
and try to destroy it before it reaches the 
“American coast.” The general problem 
will be to conduct a long range bombing 
mission and to advance the operating 
base 125 miles to Bakersfield. 

As one of the objects of the field exer- 
cise is to discover the effects of extreme 
cold and fatigue on bombing accuracy, 
the time involved, between three and 
four hours, is considered ideal for mak- 
ing this test. 





Pay for Air Rank 


The War Department announced this 
week that appointment to temporary rank 
in the Air Corps under the provisions of 
the act of Congress, approved June 16, 
1936 (49 Stat. 1524), is regarded as a new 
appointment and pay for the higher grade 
begins on the date of acceptance thereof 
(see par. 1d, AR 35-1660). Pay for the 
higher grade ends on the date of the 
order terminating the temporary appoint- 
ment, unless a future date is specified in 
such order.

TO PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S dictum that pay shall be commensurate with 
the cost of living may be attributed the urgency with which the Secretary of the Navy 
in his annual report advocates an increase in compensation for the Navy and Marine 
Corps. In his forthcoming annual report Secretary Woodring is expected to make a 
like recommendation in the interest of the Army. The Secretary of the Treasury 
similarly should advise Congress in connection with the Coast Guard and Public 
Health Service, and the Secretary of the Interior for the Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
The pay of all these Services, with very minor modifications, is still controlled by the 
Act of June 10, 1922. Therefore, their identic concern with proposals for its revision. 
Recognition of pay need was responsible for the joint investigation made by the Mc- 
Namee Board in 1930, and for the subsequent creation of a joint Committee of Con- 
zress to report on the inadequacy and inequality of the rates in force. Struck by the 
depression, the Government and the Country abandoned consideration of this im- 
portant matter, although it was realized when times were hardest that the pay of the 
Services was still far below that called for by the cost of living. Beginning his 
Administration with the Policy of economy, the President imposed heavy pay cuts 
which further burdened the personnel, and even went so far as to deprive the enlisted 
men of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps of their reenlistment allowances, 
which always had been regarded as part of the compensation due by pledge of the 
Government. Depreciation in dollar value and the drought brought about a rise in 
living costs. While the pay cut has been abolished, except in the matter of reenlist- 
ment allowances, the fact continues to stand out that the Services are underpaid. 
With business improving, with Corporations generally increasing wages, with Trea- 
sury revenues increasing, and with the President anticipating the balancing of the 
budget without additional taxes, there should no longer be hesitation in taking 
steps to deal fairly with the officers and men who are devoting their lives to their 
country. The President should join his subordinates in urging Congress to make 
aun investigation which undoubtedly will confirm the conclusion of the Secretary of 
the Navy: “ * * * Inadequacy of pay necessarily affects the efficiency of the Service. 
** * Tt seems only equitable and just that the reenlistment allowance should be re- 
stored.” 


THE ANNUAL REPORT GENERAL CRAIG, Chief of Staff, has submitted to 
the Secretary of War, is a business like document, with touches of human interest, 
which deserves the careful attention of the country. In keeping with the character 
of ite author, there is nothing sensational in the presentation of what transpired in 
the Army during the last fiscal year. On the other hand, the report is a sober state- 
ment of facts showing factual accomplishments in the development of the Regular 
Establishment and its components. The General truly says the Army, in conformity 
with national policy, is designed for defense and unsuitable for aggression. He uses 
the metaphor of the machine to show that foreign nations, because of their peculiar 
conditions, have developed a finished, ready, instrument, while in our case parts are 
lacking, some exist as rough forgings, others in semi-finished form, and only a few are 
in a condition for immediate use. Yet, in spite of short comings, we have an Estab- 
lishment in which, as the report emphasizes, soldierly character is a universal quality, 
every component is striving with singleness of purpose toward the assurance of our 
common safety, and “our Military establishment merits the complete confidence of 
the Congress and the Country.” The sincerity of General Craig gives emphasis to 
the meaning of these words. He is not a man to paint the lily. He is of the type that 
faces facts boidly, and if there were anything wrong in the Service he would be the 
first to say it. Therefore, the country can rest content in the knowledge that its Chief 
of Staff, in speaking so warmly of the character and quality of its Army, has done so 
with an impartial judgment that justifies respect, and can approve without qualifica- 
tion his recommendations to improve the defence. Because of his realization that 
ordinary comfort and sanitation are among the essentials for efficiency, the General 
has urged continued construction of much needed housing for Army personnel and 
property. The shack as a habitation must go. We mention this feature of the Gen- 
eral’s report not only to call public attention to military needs but to point out that 
the interest of the Chief of Staff comprehends matters of human care as well as the 
acquisition of needed development of the efficiency of various components, and the 
increase in personnel. Such a note is characteristic of the man. 


IT CAN BE TRULY SAID THAT NO Chief of Operations has applied himself 
more assidulously to the discharge of his duties than has Admiral Standley. He has 
held faithfully to the traditions of the Navy. He has sought to upbuild it in the 
matter of materiel, in personnel strength and cspecially in morale. Fortunately, he 
entered upon his term under a Commander-in-Chief who from personal experience 
appreciated that a strong Navy was a formidable guarantee of peace, and under a 
Secretary of the Navy whose major years had been spent in Congress. Taking ad- 
vantage diplomatically of the sympathetic atmosphere he found, the Admiral con- 
centrated upon those things vital to the Fleet—more ships, including replacement 
battleships, and train an American Merchant Marine. He concentrated also upon what 
was of greater importance—increased personnel, commissioned and enlisted, and im- 
provement of morale and consequent greater efficiency. He has been particularly inter- 
ested in bringing about removal of injustices in promotion. It is always sad for us to 
report the passing of able officers from the active list, but if we interpret Admiral 
Standley correctly, (and his letter of application for retirement would indicate that 
we do), we would say he holds that way must be made for the more vigorous blood 
pulsing for expression, and that the value of the service he has rendered must be esti- 
mated upon the kind of men his regime has developed. By such a yardstick his niche in 
Navy tradition is secure.

Aircraft Sales to Foreign Governments—As the result of a conference between the 
President and representatives of the War, Navy and State Departments held at 
the White House this week, the policy regarding the sales of American Aircraft to 
foreign governments was definitely coordinated and crystallized, Attending the con- 
ference were Secretary Woodring, Secretary Swanson, Acting Secretary of State 
Moore, and Stanley Reed, solicitor general. 

For several years the Army has followed a policy, based upon authority of the 
Espionage Act of 1916, that no airplane firm building planes for the Army could 
sell similar planes to any foreign government until after one full year following 
delivery of the second production plane manufactured on the Army contract, and 
then only upon satisfactory assurance by the firm that the taking of the foreign order 
would in no way delay or jeopardize the Army’s contract or delivery of the planes. 

The Navy Department has followed a policy which bases its permission or 
refusal upon questions of “National Defense interests.” Due to the difficulty of exact 
legal interpretations or rulings on what constitutes “National Defense interests,” 
this policy could not in general opinion be made uniform. 

Difficulties in attempting to reconcile the two policies arose when the Arms 
control Division of the State Department made inquiries of the two service Depart- 
ments whether export licenses could be granted on certain makes of planes. The 
matter was mentioned to the President several weeks ago when news stories appeared 
that Britain was considering purchase of 1,500 American fighting planes, and a 
definite ruling was asked. The difference between Army and Navy policies was cited. 
The President called the conference for the purpose of a general discussion by 
representatives of all Departments and the Attorney General’s office. 

After a discussion of the various policies the President approved of the War 
Department policy, and directed that this be continued, also that the same policy 
be applied by the Navy Department. This automatically extends the policy to the 
State Department in the granting of export licenses. 

Secretary Woodring explained that one year’s grace from the time of delivery 
of the “second production” plane gives this government a lead of approximately two 
years over other countries, The experimental and testing work is completed and 
contract production is well under way before the second production plane is delivered. 
With a contract of 100 planes for the Army, he says it is safe to assume that the 
full contract would then be delivered before the first delivery to a foreign government 
of a similar type of plane. Foreign governments would not be permitted to have 
built into their planes any of the secret instruments incorporated in the American 
planes. 

Some Air Corps officers, it is understood, recently favored cutting the time limit 
down to six months after delivery of the second production plane, but this was not 
agreed to by Secretary Woodring. 

The purpose of permitting American airplane manufacturers to sell abroad is: 
belief that one year after delivery of the second production plane to the Army, the 
specifications of standard parts of the plane are known to every foreign government 
anyway while to stand in the way of a foreign contract would injure the manu- 
facturer. Permitting export of such planes, helps to keep up production and advances 
planes for industrial mobi'ization. It also helps keep down the price of planes to 
the United States Army. 

Every contract for planes for a foreign government specifies that should this 
government become engaged in war, it is authorized to take over all planes in course 
of manufacture regardless of for whom they are being built. 

The conference, it was said, had no bearing on exports of planes to belligerent 
governments nor on the subject of neutrality nor did it deal with any other 
“Implements of war” than airplanes.

boats, and spends as much time as he can aboard his motor house boat, which he calls 
“Slow Boat.” Born in Delaware, Aug. 5, 1879, General Holcomb entered the Corps 
from civil life at the age of 21 just after the close of the Spanish American War. But 
while missing action in this war and Philippine Insurrection which followed, he had 
his full share of the World War. At the outbreak of the War he was a major in com- 
mand of the Second Battalion of the Sixth Regiment of Marines and went abroad with 
his outfit. During the whole duration of the war he was either in command of hig 
battalion or serving as executive of his regiment, serving at Chateau-Thierry, the 
Marbache sector and participating in the Aisne-Marne Offensive and Defensive, the St, 
Mihiel Offensive, Meuse-Argonne Offensive and the March to the Rhine. He holds the 
Navy Cross and the French Legion of Honor and Croix de Guerre. Besides his bri]. 
liant war record, two other things stand out which should stand him in good stead ag 
Commandant—his wide knowledge of the Orient and his considerable reputation as q 
military student. Designated as a Chinese language student while a young officer, 
General Holcomb has had considerable service in the Far East since and is reputed to 
know Holcomb this troublesome section of the World, Of a studious turn of ming 
he is a graduate of the Army and Navy War College and of Leavenworth. He is now 
serving as Commandant of the Marine Corps Schools at Quantico. Considered a 
leader and a diplomat rather than a driver, General Holcomb will bring to his new 
post a knowledge of the administration of the Navy Department, having served in the 
Office of Naval Operations prior to taking over his present post. With a reputation 
as gracious hosts, General and Mrs. Holcomb are expected to be welcome additions to 
Washington’s service group. 


Compulsory ROTC Ballot—tIn the first direct ballot ever taken on the issue of 
compulsory vs non-compulsory military training at State colleges and universities, 
the pacifist-backed proposal to prohibit such schools from requiring ROTC training 
of their students was voted down by a large majority in Oregon last week. 

By a vote of 79,122 to 51,585, an initiative bill was defeated Nov. 3, which would 
have prevented the University of Oregon and Oregon State College from making 
their courses in military science and tactics required for graduation. While such 
a proposal has been enumerable times before Congress and various State legislatures, 
this is the first time the question has ever been directly before the people. 

Initiated by forces outside of the State such as the Committee on Militarism in 
Education of New York City, the National Council for Prevention of War, whose 
offices are in Washington, D. C., and the American Student Union, the Oregon refer- 
endum was made the occasion of a major drive by these groups. With paid organ- 
izers in the field circulating a petition to place the proposal on the ballot under the 
Oregon initiative and referendum system, the pacifist bodies, as revealed in their 
periodicals, felt confident of success and looked upon the effort as the spearhead 
of a drive in the other Northwest States and the rest of the country. 

Endorsement of the initiative measure was secured from the State Grange, the 
State Federation of Labor, the American Civil Liberties Union and many Oregon 
ministers. The press was divided. The Portland Oregonian favored it, while the 
Oregon Journal was opposed. Opposition came from the two schools involved, their 
alumni bodies, Civilian Military Education Fund, the American Legion and the 
Reserve Officers Association. Wide interest was aroused over the question, and the 
influential Portland City Club appointed a committee to study and report on the 
proposal. After hearing both sides, the committee reported at length and their action 
urging its defeat was approved by the Club. 

In view of the wide interest in the issue and the effort put forth by its proponents, 
it is predicted that the decisive defeat of the proposal in a popular vote will carry 
great weight in future consideration of similar proposals in Congress or in other 
States. 


The Incoming Chief of Naval Operations—The appointment of Admiral William 
Daniel Leahy to be Chief of Naval Operations succeeding Admiral William H. Stand- 
ley Jan. 1, brings to the Navy’s highest service office, an officer not only with wide 
service in high commands afloat, but with probably an unequalled experience as an 
administrator. In numerous tours of duty at the Navy Department, he has gained an 
experience in its operation which should eminently fit him for the important duties of 
his new office. During his career, he has held at least four posts of major importance 
in the Department and has had considerable contact with the naval legislative and 
appropriation committees of Congress. After earlier service, prior to the World War, 
in what is now the Office of Fleet Training, he returned to Washington in 1918 in 
charge of the office, then known as Gunnery Exercises and Engineering Performances. 
Going to sea in 1921, Admiral Leahy returned to Washington in 1923 for duty with the 
Bureau of Navigation and served the last year of a three year tour as Director of 
Otlicer Personnel. In 1927 he was appointed Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance and 
from 1933 to 1985 served as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. His sea assignments 
also have been notable ones, from his first duty on the battleship Oregon in its dash 
around the Horn to join the Fleet at Santiago to his present tour as Commander of the 
Battle Force, the second highest post of the U. 8S. Fleet. During the World War he was 
executive of the USS Nevada for a time and then in command of the USS Princess 
Matoika, engaged in transporting and escorting troops through the war zone. For this 
he received the Navy Cross and a special letter of commendation from the War De- 
partment. After the War he served as commander of the flagship of the Navy Petach- 
ment in Turkish waters, later commanding the Control Force, the battleship New 
Mexico, Commander, Destroyer Force, and Commander, Battleships, Battle Force. 
His service as senior naval member of the Navy Department Reorganization Board of 
1934 is expected to be of value to him in his new assignment. 

Born in Iowa, May 6, 1875, the new Chief of Naval Operations, will have just two 
years and a half to serve of the normal four year tour before reaching the age of 64. 
A member of the Naval Academy class of 1893, class-mate of the CinC of the Fleet, 
Admiral Hepburn, Admiral Hart, Admiral Yarnell, Admiral Murfin, Admiral Sexton, 
Admiral St. Clair Smith, and Admiral Kempff, Admiral Leahy finished 34th in a class 
of 46. Married to the former Miss Louise Harrington, Admiral Leahy has one 800, 
Lt. William Harrington Leahy, CC, USN, and one granddaughter, who is named for 
Mrs. Leahy, senior. 

Known as a serious student of world affairs, Admiral Leahy has always avoided 
the social life of Washington. While a voracious reader, he is by no means a recluse 
and likes to get together with naval friends for an occasional evening. A hard worker 
himself, he is entirely the leader and not at all the driver. Officers who have served 
under him are his strong partisans, remembering particularly his coolness and calm 
under fire. 

A staunch supporter of selection, he is known to favor a revision of the pay 
system. It was he as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation in 1934 who put through the 
legislation extending selection to the lower ranks. Defending the measure before con- 
gressional committes, Admiral Leahy insisted that the one important objective which 
he sought was to get officers into the various ranks at proper ages and that other 
considerations, such as whether officers not selected should be allowed to remain in 
active service were immaterial. “I am interested only in the efficiency of the Navy, 
he kept repeating to those interested in groups of officers involved. During his testi- 
mony before Congress, he declared that he considered the retired list “larger than I 
would like to see it” and that the Army and Navy pay system is “entirely unsatisfac- 
tory to me.” During the consideration of Staff Corps personnel legislation, Admi

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Privately Owned Automobiles 

Declaring that officers frequently drive 
their privately owned automobiles on 
Government business, Rear Adm. Adol- 
phus Andrews, in his annual report as 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, recom- 
mends that when changing station they 


be allowed to ship their cars as a part of 


baggage allowance. . 

Recalling that prior to the Economy 
Act, officers were allowed transportation 
of automobiles as a part of household 
effects, provided that the total weight to 
be shipped did not run over the limit al 
lowed, he stated: 

“Practically all officers own automo 
biles. In most cases these privately owned 
automobiles are frequently used on Gov- 
ernment business without compensation. 
When practicable, officers are allowed 
time to drive to their new stations. How- 
ever ,this is not always possible because 
of urgency of reporting or availability of 
Government transportation and in such 
cases officers are put to extra expense. 
It is believed that the privilege of ship 
ping automobiles should be restored.” 

At the last session of Congress, author 
ity was granted for officers to ship auto 
mobiles on Government transports. How- 
ever, as the accommodations on the trans 
ports are very limited, few naval officers 
can take advantage of the privilege.

Navy and Marine Appointments 

Appointment of Admiral William Dp, 
Leahy to succeed Admiral William H, 
Standley as Chief of Naval Operations 
and Brig. Gen. Thomas Holcomb to sue- 
ceed Maj. Gen. John H. Russell as Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps was an- 
nounced this week. 

At present Admiral Leahy is 
mander, Battle Force, U. S. Fleet and 
General Holcomb is Commandant, Marine 
Corps Schools, Quantico, Va. Admiral 
Standley will retire from the naval ser- 
vice Jan. 1, 1937 at the age of 64; Gen- 
eral Russell, also 64, will retire Dee. 1, 
1936. 

The appointment of Admiral Leahy 
had been expected in naval circles for 
some time but the appointment of Gen- 
eral Holcomb to the highest ranking po- 
sition in the Marine Corps came as a 
surprise. Admiral Leahy can not serve 
out a full four year term before reaching 
the statutory age of retirement in May 
1939. However, General Holcomb, one 
of the younger General officers of the 
Marine Corps, is only 57 and will have 
plenty of time to serve a full four year 
term. 

Both Admiral Leahy and General Hol- 
comb have fine service records and their 
appointments are expected to meet with 
approval throughout the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. 

The workings of the Navy Department 
in Washington will not be entirely new 
adventures for either Admiral Leahy or 
General Holcomb as both have had tours 
of duty there previously, Admiral Leahy 
as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
from June 30, 1933 to July 1935, and Gen- 
eral Holcomb in the office of Naval Op- 
erations. 

In May 1933 ‘Admiral Leahy was ap- 
pointed as a member of the Board on re- 
organization of the Navy Department and 
amalgamation of the Line of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and certain or all staff 
Corps of the Navy. Following duty there 
he took over the Bureau of Navigation 
and in July 1935 reported for duty in the 
U. S. Fleet as Commander Battleships 
sattle Force, with rank of Vice Admiral. 
He assumed his present duties June 24, 
1936 with rank of Admiral. 

Since the World War General Holcomb 
duty at Guantanamo, Cuba, 
Headquarters, Washing- 
ton and at the American Legation, Pek- 
ing, China. He is a graduate of both 
Army and Navy War Colleges. He was 
promoted to the rank of a Brigadier Gen- 
eral Feb. 1, 1935, and is now serving as 
Commandant of the Marine Corps School 
at Quantico. 

When Admiral Leahy relinquishes com- 
mand of the Battle Force in December 
the following changes in flag commands 
in the Fleet will take place: 

Rear Adm. Claude C. Bloch, now com- 
manding Battleship Division 2, U. 53. 
Fleet, to be appointed an Admiral and to 
command Battle Force, U. S. Fleet, re- 
lieving Admiral Leahy. 

Rear Adm. Edward C. Kalbfus, now 
President of the Naval War College, to 
be appointed as Vice Admiral, Command- 
ing Battleships, U. S. Fleet, and reliev- 
ing Vice Admiral C. 8. Kempff, who will

It was further announced that Rear 
Adm. David F. Sellers, now Superinten- 
dent, U. S. Naval Academy, will be con- 
tinued as Superintendent until the date 
of his retirement in February, 1935.

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Naval Reserve Conference 

Opening a conference of Regular and 
Reserve officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps convened at the Navy Department 
on orders of the Secretary of the Navy, 
Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, declared that 
a “thorough understanding” by reservists 
of the status of the Naval Reserve in the 
National Defense would show them that 
proposals for a separate administration 
of the Reserve is illogical. 

Admiral Andrews told the conference 
that he was “amazed” at the “lack of 
Reserve officers as to their true status in 
understanding on the part of some of our 
national defense.” Closer association 
with the National Guard rather than with 
the Navy Department on the part of these 
officers is responsible for this “misunder- 
standing” he said, and is “at the root of 
certain recommendations to adopt the 
Army system of administering Reserves 
into the Navy Department.” 

Due to the availability of retired cap- 
tains and commanders of the Regular 
Navy passed over because of the restricted 
number of high rank billets, there is no 
great demand for Naval Reserve oflicers 
of these ranks and none at all for naval 


reserve flag officers, Admiral Andrews 
told the conference. “The creation of 


large numbers of captains and command- 
ers would affect the morale of the Regu- 
lar Navy adversely and should not be pro- 
posed,” he contended. 

Seven oflicers of the Regular Navy, and 
Marine Corps including Admiral Andrews, 
and 31 officers of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve are attending the two week 
conference under orders. In addition, 
representatives of the Naval Reserve Offi 
cers Association, Fleet Reserve Associan- 
tion, National Organizations of Masters, 
Mates and Pilots Association of America, 
United Licensed Officers’ Association, Na- 
tional Marine Kengineers Beneficial Asso 
ciation, and individual officers of the 
Regular Navy and Naval Reserve were 
invited to attend. 

The conference was called principally 
to consider proposed legislation dealing 
with the basic make-up of the Reserve. 
A bill to this effect was submitted to the 
last Congress by the Navy Department 
and lengthy hearings held by the House 
Naval Committee. The Reserve Officers 
Association opposed the bill in the form 
drafted, contending that Reservists be 
given some representation in the admin- 
istration of the Reserve, either through a 
civilian Assistant Secretary for Reserves, 
a Reserve Bureau, or by having a high 
ranking Reserve officer on active duty 
directly under the Secretary and Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

The committee, finding this diversion of 
opinion between the Department and the 
Association tabled the matter with the 
expectation that legislation satisfactory 
to all concerned could be drafted before 
the next Congress. Another bill was pre- 


pared in the Bureau of Navigation this 
Summer with the aid of some Reserve 
officers and sent out to the Service for 


comment. While meeting a number of the 
Association’s objections, it did not yield 
at all on the point of a change in the 
administrative set-up. In his address 
extracts of which appear below, Admiral 
Andrews outlines his objection to the 
Association’s proposals : 

In discussing new legislation, it 
priate to call your attention to certain general 
principles that should be kept in mind: 

(1) There must be a clear understand 
ing of the relationship of the Naval Re 
serve to the Regular Navy 

(2) No proposal should be 
which will in any way interfere with the 
efficiency or morale of the Fleet. 

(3) All changes recommended 
show positive advantages 

(4) The Naval Reserve 
should be kept as low as is 
with the development of an adequate Na 
val Reserve. 

Relationship of the Naval Reserve to the 

Regular Navy 

As a result of the invitation to comment on 
the Bureau of Navigation’s tentative proposal 
for new legislation, we now have for the first 
time the opinion of Naval Reserve officers as 
a whole. Many comments have been received 
to the effect that the Regular Navy has little 
understanding of Naval Reserve problems. 
However true this may be, I wish to express 
MY amazement at the lack of understanding 
on the part of some of our Reserve Officers as 
to their true status in national defense. T be

in its true light, the major part of the Re- 


serve problems can readily be solved. We 
must bear in mind that the Naval Reserve 
is an integral part of the Navy. It should 






be so organized and drilled in peace time that 
in case of an emergency it will be ready to 
take its place in the active Navy with as little 
friction as possible. 

Over forty years ago Admiral Mahan 
demonstrated clearly that the main efforts of 
the Navy should be to maintain an efficient 
fleet and that all other naval activities ex- 
isted primarily to further this end. For years 
this doctrine has been taught in our Naval 
War College and is firmly rooted in the minds 
of every Regular officer. 

Due to the high state of readiness that must 
be maintained in the Fleet, we naturally de 
sire that the personnel be the most skillful 
available. It is for that reason that we desire 
to have the combatant the Fleet 
manned with 100 per cent regular officers and 
men. Failing this the Reserve must consist 
of the most highly trained and experienced 
personnel that can be produced, 

We thus visualize four separate groups of 
naval personnel. First, in the main body of 
combatant vessels employed in fighting a de 
cisive naval battle. Second, in supply vessels 
and their escorts needed to maintain the 
Fleet. Third, in smaller vessels engaged in 
local defense of Yards and Bases. Fourth, in

Enlisted Retirement Rights 

The Court of Claims has again force- 
fully declared the law to be that after 
an enlisted man with thirty years’ service 
has submitted his application for retire-

ment the War Department is without 
power to change his grade or impose any 
condition whatever upon his right to re- 
tirement. 

Michael Standerson brought suit in the 
Court of Claims to recover the difference 
between the retired pay and allowances 
authorized for a band leader (the grade 
in which he was serving at the time he 
made application for retirement) and the 
retired pay and allowances received by 
him as a retired band sergeant (the 
grade to which he was reduced after his 
application for retirement was submit- 
ted). The claim was made under the Act 
of March 2, 1907, which provides for the 
retirement of an enlisted man after 
thirty years’ service with 75 per centum 
of the pay and allowances he may then 
be in receipt of. The Court held that 
plaintiff who was represented by Ansell 
& Ansell was entitled to recover and en- 
tered judgment for $5,745.20.

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The Ninth Corps Area 
By MAJ. GEN. GEORGE S. SIMONDS, 
USA, Commanding 


A consideration of the characteristics 
of the Ninth Corps Area as a military 
command reveals, naturally enough, that 
its special aspects arise not from within 
the Army but from the environment in 
which the service finds itself. Our Army 
is admittedly homogeneous. Men and 
ideas move almost fluidly within it. Stand- 
ards of administration and training 
fluctuate about a common norm. In 
California and Montana you find military 
personnel attacking their problems with 
the same method and practicality which 
they used under different circumstances 
in Maine and Alabama. That portion of 
the Army of the United States which is 
stationed in the Ninth Corps Area is an 
integral and coordinated section of a 
unified national system of land defense. 
But the above does not mean that 
strategic, tactical and administrative 
matters Which concern us here are by any 
means identical with those of the coun- 
try’s other military subdivisions. Let us 
take a glance at the Ninth Corps Area 
and see what brings this about. 

In the first place the Corps Area is big. 
Its eight states, California, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, Oregon, Utah, Washington 
and Wyoming cover an expanse of eight 
hundred and thirty-odd thousand square 
miles, an area roughly equivalent to what 
is known as Western Europe, With this 
asa beginning it seems almost gratuitous 
to throw in the territory of Alaska with 
586,000 square miles more. So in terms 
of space We comprise some 28% of the 
Continental United States, or 399% of all 
soil under the American flag. In this vast 
area there are stationed some 16,000 regu- 
lar soldiers, whose numbers by June 30th 
of next year should normally be increased 
to about 18,000. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that, in the comparable 
area of Europe just described, more than 
three million men are under arms today. 

Militarily speaking, dispersion, decen- 
tralization and the need for mobility re- 
sult inevitably from the size of this terri- 
tory. Posts are separated from this head- 


quarters by hundreds of miles and lie 
within widely varying climate zones. We 


have a single CCC district which extends 
600 miles from tip to tip. When the Fort 
Missoula infantryman is carrying out his 
essential duties in a blizzard, the Coast 
Artilleryman at San Diego is in the midst 
of a comfortable training season. With 
this in mind, it is manifestly absurd to at 
tempt any minute and uniform prescrip 
tion of methods for local commanders. 
Nowhere in the Army is it so essential 
that post commanders be allowed full 
initiative, nowhere must their judgment 
he trusted more implicitly. 

The reasons underlying the wide 
spread dispersion of our military garri 
sons in this Corps Area are varied. Some 
posts owe their existence to the fact that 
Wnildings, facilities and ground have been 
available in localities which are only 
acceptably and not ideally situated from 
the point of view of our present needs. 
The citing of other stations is heavily 
influenced by the need of having foci of 
instruction for the civilian components of 
the Army adjacent to centers of popula 
tion, Fort Douglas, Utah, for example 
has long outlived its original mission as 
a frontier strongpoint. Yet its garrison 
Sa military model for a vast region and 
this in itself is sufficient justification for 
ts existence, leaving aside the financial 
‘aving resulting from bringing trainees 
from Utah, Wyoming and Idaho there, 
rather than to the Pacific Coust. Finally, 
iM some cases purely tactical considera 
Hons are dominant in the locating of our 
posts. This is most evident with reference 
6 fixed Harbor Defenses which must be 
placed in the areas they protect. 

The necessity for mobility is obvious. 
The tactical concentration of a single 
brigade may and sometimes does entail 
Seven hundred miles’ movement by a regi 
ment. Every mobile unit in the continen 
tal limits of the Corps Area must be 
ready to proceed to any point on a coast 
line 1740 miles long. Parenthetically, the 
rail transportation incident to the 
theoretical mobilization of the entire

Navy having solved its problem against 
Notre Dame with a victory conspicuously 
well worked out, and passing on to tackle 
Harvard, a team now notably stronger 
and more dangerous than when it was 
badly beaten by Army, can take extremely 
accurate stock of its strength and weak- 
On the side of strength it can 
count the ability to fight off two complete 
elevens in one afternoon with a fine 
demonstration of power, in Ingram one 
of the established backs of the season, 
in Snead Schmidt a good plugger and 
great corner kicker, as well as master of 
the quick kick, in Antrim an excellent 
blocker; and a pass defense that has sur- 
vived an heroic test. Both Ingram and 
Case are among the best dingnosticians 
of the pass anywhere. The attack leaves 
something to wish for in the matter of de- 
ception, and the outside and inside tackle 
slots need a considerable improvement. 
The Notre Dame shift and sweep still 
proved troublesome, and | think that 
against both Harvard and Army the Navy 
line-wing defense is likely to yield con 
siderable territory. These can be 
down as weaknesses on which more work 
will have to be done.

The great distances in the Ninth Corps 
Area give the Air Corps full opportunity 
to exploit its inherent characteristic of 
rapid movement. Our vast are 
specially adapted to its dual problems of 
concentration in the air and dispersion 
on the ground. 

Another characteristic of the Ninth 
Corps Area and one of the keys to its 
defense problems is the fact that it in 
cludes a long coastal frontier, the entire 
Pacific shore of our country. Widely sep 
arated on this coast line are four great 
concentrations of population, trade and 
wealth; the Los Angeles-San Diego area, 
the San Francisco Bay region, the mouth 
of the Columbia river and the Puget Sound

cities. It is obvious that no one sovereign 
safeguard can be devised against attack 
on our Pacific Coast. One great asset 
is, of course, our fortified outwork of 
the Hawaiian Islands which in large 
measure inhibits any large-scale water 
borne attack against our western boun 
dary. Again, while our fleet cannot be 


tied down to the defense of land areas, 
its very existence is a mighty shield 
against invasion. However, from the local 
military standpoint a clearly defined 
need is, once again, mobility. We must 
know how and be able to move large units 
rapidly over long distances by rail, road 
and air, so that we can meet attacks at

In any event, when facing good pass 
ing in the past, the Army’s method and 
that of other good teams, has been to 
clamp down the running game as quickly 
as possible and force the passing on 
obvious downs. This sooner or later re 
sults in interception and a definite turn 
of the tide. That was the way the Navy 
worked it out, aided by gorgeous kick 
ing, and it seemed the surest bet for the 
Army. With Meyer in action, there is 
always the possibility of at least one long 
run, and it is in this respect, too, that 
Ryan might possible turn out to be a 
“sleeper.” 

There was every prospect of an edge 
for Army in kicking, but in general it 
was felt that the soldiers needed the aid 
of all the “imponderables” that might 
turn up. This included a possible sudden 
upward surge in the play of Hartline, 
loose centre, on defense for Army. Many 
a great Army centre has made a name in 
this game. Hartline is a fine, intelligent 
athlete, and a stellar game on his part 
would serve to very materially strengthen 
West Point and even it| with Annapolis 
at a vital spot.

craft installations is a pressing matter 
Iam happy to say that a broad and care 
fully considered modernization project 
embracing the seacoust defenses of all 
four key areas is now under way.

This Army is a force with 
the capacity for growth ascribed to the 
Arabian Nights Genii that materialized 
from a bottle. At present it comprises 
two officers on full time duty and the part 
time services of a handful of others, If 
war were declared tomorrow it would put 
into action two lean Army Corps, each 
composed of a skeleton Regular Army di- 
vision and two National Guard divisions 
ut actual strength. Including available 
Corps and Army troops, this would give 
us a strength well below one hundred 
thousand men. Yet if a complete mobili- 
zation were allowed to run its full term, 
the Fourth Army would have more than 
a million effectives. The staff of the 
Fourth Army, Regular, National Guard 
and Reserve, had the equivalent of a 
naval “shakedown cruise” last year dur- 
ing the Command Post Exercise held in 
the Puget Sound area, We are now look- 
ing forward to the Army’s fleld maneu- 
vers, scheduled for next summer and in- 
volving the Regular and National Guard 
troops of the Seventh and Ninth Corps 
Areas. Considerations of time and funds 
preclude the assembly of all units in one 
locality, but the maneuvers, which will 
involve field operations coincidental with 
mobilization, will be so coordinated us 
to establish a general realization of the 
role of that great military team, the Field 
Army.
